HE PRESIDENT of the 
United States, in dele- 
gating the civil adminis- 
tration of the Zone to the 
Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, directed that the in-

property and religion,” that their private rights

avocations disturbed as little as possible. 
4 EF should be recalled that the cities of Colon 
and Panama are under the administration 


of the Panamanian Government, but the super- 
vision of sanitation, sewage and water distribu- 
tion in these cities is expressly delegated to the 
Zone Government, and the United States is 
also privileged to maintain order in these cities 
when “in the judgment of the United States” 
the Republic of Panama is unable to do so. 


Ta DEPARTMENT of Civil Administration 

is conducted under a member of the Canal 
Commission, who bears the honorary title of 
Governor. The activities of the Department 
are distributed among the following divisions: 
Posts, Customs and Revenues, Fire Protection, 
Police and Prisons, Schools, and Public Works. 
The prosecuting attorney, treasurer and au- 
ditor of the Canal Zone work under this Depart- 
ment, as do also the Courts. 


A 2 twenty post offices are maintained in 

the Zone, a large percentage of the mail 
matter being handled free, under government 
frank. Customs and revenues are conducted ac- 
cording to the laws of the United States, except 
that the rates of duty are those prescribed by 
the Republic of Panama, which exacts a toll on

volunteer companies—usually about twenty. 
Millions of dollars’ worth of property are pro- 
tected at a comparatively trifling cost, and 
many a disastrous conflagration has been pre- 
vented by the efficient action of the Department. 


"THE POLICE FORCE, while comparatively 

small (usually less than 300 men), is also of 
proved efficiency. White and colored officers 
are employed, and although there are many 
arrests for petty disturbances, the police have 


instilled _a wholesome respect. for the law, and_ 


there are few crimes of violence. 


TH SCHOOL SYSTEM is modeled upon the 

graded school system of the United States, 
under a superintendent. The number of schools 
varies. During the building of the Canal, these 
averaged about twelve for white children and 
fifteen for negroes. A high school for white 
children is also maintained. 


6 Moe DEPARTMENT of Public Works builds 

and maintains roads and supervises the pub- 
lic markets and slaughter houses. It also has 
charge of pavements and water and sewage 
service, making all connections, both in the 
Zone and in the cities of Panama and Colon, 
and attending to the collection of water rents. 


4 oe COURT SYSTEM embraces a Supreme 

Court, three Circuit and four District 
Courts, with one Chief Justice, two Associate 
Justices and five District Judges. 


B* AN ACT of Congress, the President of the 

United States has been empowered to au- 
thorize a permanent civil government for the 
Zone, whenever he thinks it desirable. This
